2. The process of acquir ing ACF2 for us e by the Agency beqan 
in 1978 with an effort led by I I of the Hatch Systenss 

drcTnch, HysterAs Programming Division, Office of Data Processing, 
This effort involved a market survey of available security 
software and culminated in a successful sole source justification 
tor_ acquisition of the ACF2 product. I I has done all the 

adoitional software development necessary to tailor the product to 
meet the Agency's requirements. 

.•) . On I hursvday, 3.1 June 1981, received a nhone 

call from Mr. Dean Dickie of the law firm of Sachnoff Schraeger 

Jones Weaver and Rubenstein, LTD. Mr. Dickie informed I ^ 1 

that SKK was involved in litigation with CSG, SKK having 
t e r-'iii na ted the marketing agreement because CSG was not an 
eff ective agen t and was hurting the sales of the product. Because 
I — J involvement with the product, Mr. DicRie suggested 

that a deposition or court testimony by I I could support 

his cli ent's case. Upon termination of the conversation with Mr. 
Dickie, I □called I I in the Office of General 

Counsel to report the contact. 
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4. I I involvement in this case is a direct result of 

his official resjxansibilities as an ODP officer, testimony he 

may give about ACP2 and the relationship between SKK and CSC. must 
also involve ODP and CIA. I request, therefore, that OGC provide 
I I with advice and counsel on how to proceed, and that an 

attorney from OGC accom pany him wh en his deposition is taken. Mr.
